The Council of the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India has the pleasure in pre- 
senting herewith, in terms of Section 18(5) of the Cost and Works Accountants Act, 1959, its Twentieth 
Annual Report and the audited accounts of the Institute for the year ending 31st March 1979. 

PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT 

At the meeting of the Council held on 15th July 1978, Shri S. Suryanarayanan, MA, FICWA, AMBIM 
was unanimously elected as President of the Institute for one year commencing from 22nd July 1978, suc- 
ceeding Shri S. K. Mitra, BSC, FCMA FICWA. At the same meeting Shri N.K. Roy, MA, LLB, FCMA, 
FICWA was also unanimously elected as Vice-President of the Institute for the same term. 

COUNCIL 

The Council elected in 1977 still remains in office, and will so remain upto 21st July 1980. The elected 
members in the Council are three from Western Region, three from Southern Region, four from Eastern 
Region and two from Northern Region. In addition, there are four members nominated by the Central 
Government. 

While there has been no change in the elected members, the following changes took place in the case 
of members nominated by the Central Government. 

In place of Shri P.B. Menon, the Government nominated Shri S.C. Bafna, Member, Company Law 
Board, Department of Company Affairs, Eastern Region Bench, Calcutta, and in place of Shri R. Jayara- 
man, Shri J.S. Iyer, Member, Bureau of Industrial Costs & Prices, New Delhi, was nominated. 

During the year, the Council held five meetings. 

COMMITTEES OF THE COUNCIL 

The Standing Committees of the Council, namely, the Executive Committee, the Examination Com- 
mittee and the Disciplinary Committee, as well as other Committees, namely, the Training and Educatinal 
Facilities Committee, the Professional Development Committee, the Research and Publications Committee, 
the Journal Committee and the Committee on International Matters were all reconstituted in July 1978. 
The Co-ordination Committee, which was constituted to negotiate matters of common interest with the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants of India and the Institute of Company Secretaries of India was also 
reconstituted at the same time.

The number of Grad. CWAs as on 31 st March 1979 was 443, as against 398 a year ago. Others who 
are duly qualified from the Institute but are still awaiting admission either as Grad. CWAs or as members 
were 805 at the end of the year. 

The members who were holding Certificate of Practice as on 31st March 1979 were 548 in number. 
REGISTERED STUDENTS 

During the year, 20275 were admitted as Registered Students as compared with 19357 in the previous 
year. The total cancellation of registrations in the year on account of expiry of seven years’ limit set by 
Regulation 25, was 6850. The Council has decided in principle to introduce a system of entry examination 
for those who in future might intend to register as students. The details are being worked out. 

EXAMINATIONS 

The Intermediate, Final and Management Accountancy (Part 1) Examinations were held as usual in 
June and December 1978 according to the schedule. A new Centre of Examination was opened in Vija- 
yawada.

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During the year, major revisions in the study notes for postal coaching have been carried out. 

The Council took a decision to publish suggested answers to past examination questions for the benefit 
of students. Accordingly, suggested answers to Intermediate Questions only, in respect of December 1978 
examination have been brought out on an experimental basis. These are now available from the Regional 
Councils of the Institute. 

The Regional Councils have been entrusted to help administering postal coaching on a wider scale 
than before. 

RESEARCH 

During the year, the Research Directorate of the Institute has brought out a study on Monthly Finan- 
cial Reports for Operating Managers by Shri G. R. Kulkarni. Another study. Cost Accountancy in Co- 
mmercial Banking Industry, by Shri Arun Kumar Ghosh, Assistant Director of Research, has also been 
completed during the year. 

The Research Directorate has also finalised a study on Farm Management Accounting and Control. 
In this study, the integration of agricultural productivity into a framework of Management Accounting and 
control of farm operations has been aimed at. 

The finalisation of the ICSSR Project on Comparative Efficiency in Fertilizer Industries in India, 
1961*63 to 1970-71. has unfortunately been delayed. The report is expected to be ready for submission to 
the ICSSR before long. 

Among the projects now on hand, mention may be made of three short-term ones, namely (a) Mana- 
gement Accountant and the Computer (b) Stock Valuation, and (c) Costing Profit and Loss Account. 

JOURNAL 

During the last twelve months, the upward trend in the circulation of the Journal continued, the present 
circulation having risen to 16000 per month. The Journal is being brought out in separate editions for 
members and general subscribers and for Registered Students. 

Due to unfortunate strike in the printing industry in West Bengal, the despatch schedule and timely 
publication of the Journal were disrupted. Efforts are being made to catch up with the backlog and it is 
hoped that soon the Journal despatch will be on schedule again. 

While the Journal has been receiving appreciation of members, efforts are being made to make it 
more useful to them. The cooperation of members and others in this regard continues to be commendable. 

JOINT PROGRAMME WITH ICA 

A course was conducted jointly by the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India and the Institute of 
Cost and Works Accountants of India on Cost and Financial Management in New Delhi in December 1978. 
Similar programmes are intended to be organised in future jointly with professional bodies. 

CONTINUING EDUCATION 

Courses are being organised by Regional Councils and Chapters of Cost Accountants as part of con- 
tinuing education programmes. Attention is also being given to organise such programmes on national 
basis. 

SACHAR COMMITTEE REPORT 

Members are aware that the High Powered Expert Committee for Review of Companies Act and MRTP 
Act, headed by Justice Shri Rajinder Sachar (generally known as Sachar Committee), has submitted its 
Report. The recommendations made by the Institute to the Sachar Committee were duly considered and 
some of them were found to be acceptable to the Committee. The major recommendations that were 
accepted by the Committee are that (a) every company, engaged in certain activities, having a paid-up 
share capital of Rs. 25,00,000 or more should compulsorily appoint a Cost Accountant, and (b) audit of 
cost accounts of companies, which are required to maintain cost accounting records under Section 209 
(l)(d) of the Companies Act, should be carried out regularly on year to year basis. The Expert Comm- 
ittee also made several other recommendations with which the profession is directly or indirectly concerned. 
It is understood that all these recommendations are now being examined by the Central Government. 

COST AUDIT 

During the year, the Central Government framed Cost Accounting Record Rules for another industry 
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namely, Dry Cell Batteries. The following are the twenty-seven industries for which Cost Accounting 
Record Rules are now operative — 

Cement, Tyres and Tubes, Caustic Soda, Electric Motors, Cycle, Room Air-Conditioners, Motor 
Vehicles, Electric Lamps, Refrigerators, Automobile Batteries, Electric Fans, Agricultural 
Tractors, Aluminium, Vanaspati, Bulk Drugs, Sugar, Infant Milk Food, Jute Goods, Paper, 
Industrial Alchohol, Rayon, Dyes, Soda Ash, Cotton Textiles, Polyester, Nylon and Dry Cell 
Batteries. 

Cost Audit booklets on twenty-one of the above industries have so far been published by the Tustitute. 
Similar booklets on other industries are under preparation. 

In the preparation of these booklets, many members extended (here full cooperation to the Institute, 
which the Council acknowledges with thanks. 

It is understood that Cost Accounting Record Rules for Sulphuric Acid, Electric Cables, Ball Bearings, 
Power Driven Pumps, Basic Plastics and Steel Pipes and Tubes industries are under preparation. 

The President, along with some of his colleagues in the Council, drew the attention of the Central 
Government several times to the fact that although the Institute was assured by the Government that cost 
audit will, in most cases, be repeated year after year, in actual practice, only in few cases repeat cost audit 
was being ordered. On this issue several meetings were also held with high Government Officials, includ- 
ing the Chairman of the Company Law Board, Shri P. Krishnamurti. As a result of these meetings, the 
position is expected to improve appreciably. 

ALL INDIA COST CONFERENCE 

The 21st All India Cost Conference was held in Madras between 9th and 11th February 1979. His 
Excellency, Shri Prabhudas Patwari, Governor of Tamil Nadu, inaugurated the Conference. The Con- 
ference was attended by several distinguished personalities like Shri P. Krishramurti, Chairman, Company 
Law Board, Shri R. M. Veerappan, Minister for Information and Tourism, Government of Tamil Nadu, 
Raja Sir Muthiah Chettiar and others. The foreign dignitaries who also attended the Conference ere, 
amongst others, Mr. Ruhul Quddus, President, institute of Cost and Management Accountants of Bangla- 
desh and Shri P. S. Mahawatte, President, Sri Lanka Branch of the Institute of Cost and Management 
Accountants, U. K. 

The theme of the Conference was “Environment in the 80’sandthe Management Accountant”, whk 
was discussed simultaneously by four separate group of delegates. The points emanating from these group 
discussions were presented to the Conference delegates for giving adequate thoughts on them. 

Several special features of the Conference were a Practitioners' Meet, Regional Council Chairmen’s 
meet. Bankers’ Meet, University Deans' Meet and Students’ Session. A special meeting with the past President 
of the Institute was also organised. 

In the inaugural session, the Welcome Address was delivered by Shri V. Kalyanaraman, Chairman of 
the Conference Committee, which was followed by anAddressby ShriS. Suryanarayanan, President of the 
Institute. Others who addressed the session, besides the Govcrner of Tamil Nadu who made his inaugural 
speech, were Shri N. K. Roy, Vice-President of the Institute, Shri P. Krishnamurti, Chairman, Company 
LawBoard, Shri Ruhul Quddus, President of the Bangladesh Institute and Shri P. S. Mahawatte, President 
of the Sri Lank Branch of 1CMA, London. Shri A.V.S. Rao, Chairman of the Southern India Regional 
Council, proposed Vote of Thanks. 

In the social events, delegate seized an opportunity to foster and renew fellowship. The cultural event 
was enjoyable. 

The Conference was well attended by delegates who assembled from all parts of the country. 

PRIZE DISTRIBUTION CEREMONY 

The Prize Distribution Ceremony was held inKanpurinFebruary 1979. Thefunction was organis- 
ed bythe Kanpur Chapter of Cost Accountants. Dr. Ainitava Bhattacharyya, Director of Indian Institute 
of Technology, Kanpur, was the Chief Guest on the occasion. 

At the commencement of the function, a Welcome Address was delivered by Shri K. B. Agarwal, 
Chairman of the Kanpur Chapter, which was followed by the Address of the President of the Institute, Shri 
S. Suryanarayanan. 

After distribution of Prizes and Merit Certificates, Dr. Amitava Bhattacharyya, Chief Guest, deliver- 
ed his thought provoking speech, Shri S.K, Bose, Vice-Chairman of the Kanpur Chapter proposed Vote 
of Thanks. 
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Amongst others, the function was also attended byShriN. K. Roy, Chairman of the Examination 
Committee and Shri J. N. Gupta, Chairman of the Northern India Regional Council of the Institute. 

CAPA EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Confederation of Asian and Pacific Accountants was held 
in Perth, Australia in June 1978. Shri S.K. Mitra, the President, accompanied by Shri N.K. Bose as 
his Technical Adviser, attended the meeting representing India. 

PRESIDENT’S BANGLADESH VISIT 

On an invitation from the President of the Institutes of Cost and Management Accountants of Ban- 
gladesh, ShriS. Suryanarayanan, President, accompanied by Shri N.K. Bose and ShriV. Kalyanaraman, 
Council Members as well as Shri S. N. Ghose, Secretary, attended the Foundation Stone Laying Ceremony 
of the Bangladesh Institute in Dacca in October 1978. The occasion was seized to discuss matters relating 
to international forum for Cost and Management Accountants with representatives of three Institutes in 
Bangladesh, Pakistan and India. 

PRESIDENT’S SRI LANKA VISIT 

Accepting an invitation from the President of the Sri Lanka Branch of the Institute of Costand 
Management Accountants, U. K., Shri S. Suryanarayanan, President, visited Colombo, Sri Lanka in 
January 1979 as Chief Guest of the Conference organised by the Sri Lanka Branch. The President discussed 
with the representatives of the Sri Lanka Branch certain matters of common interest. 

INTERNATIONAL ACCOUNTING STANDARDS 

The Exposure Drafts and definitive statements of the International Accounting Standards Committee, 
as and when released, are being circulated to members through the Journal of the Institute 

INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION OF ACCOUNTANTS 

The Institute has been admitted as a member body of the International Federation of Accountants 
(IFAC) which was formally established in October 1977. The first Exposure Draft of IFAC on “Proposed 
International Auditing Guideline— Objective and Scope of the Audit of Financial Statements” was released 
in February 1979. This has been circulated to members through the Journal of the Institute. 

COMMITTEES OF CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 
AND THE INSTITUTE 

Shri S. Suryanarayanan, President, has been nominated as a member of the advisory Committee for 
Management Accountancy in Government Departments, appointed by the Ministry of Finance. Shri S. 
Suryanarayanan has also been nominated as a member of the National Productivity Council. He has succ- 
eed. Shri S. K. Mitra, past President. 

ShriV. Kalyanaraman, a past President and a Council Member succeeded Shri M. Srcenivasa Rao 
as a member of the Company Law Advisory Committee. 

Shri A. K. Biswas, a past President, continues to be a member of the High Powered Committee for 
Cost Control in River Valley Projects. The Committee was appointed by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Irrigation. 

LIAISON WITH CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 

Constant touch is being maintained with the Central Government Officials on matters relating to the 
Profession. During the year, a number of meetings with the Chairman of the Company Law Board had 
taken place when the Institute’s view-points on these matters had been placed. 

REGIONAL COUNCILS 

All the four Regional Councils of the Institute have been carrying out their usual functions. Providing 
educational facilities to Registered Students continues to be one of their major activities. The other regular 
features of the Regional Councils are exchange of views, dissemination of knowledge, sharing of others' 
experience, etc. through meetings of different nature. An additional responsibility undertaken by the 
Regional Councils is the distribution of study materials to local Registered Students who opt for postal 
coaching. Depending upon the experience gathered, more and more postal coaching services are intended 
to be rendered through these Regional Councils. 

The major events taking place in the four Regional Councils arc being published from time to lime 
in the Journal of ihe Institute. 
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CHAPTERS OF COST ACCOUNTANTS 

There are 43 Chapters of Cost Accountants now functioning in different parts of the country. They 
are continuing their normal activities which are generally of the same pattern as of the Regional Council. 
Some of the Chapters are also conducting Oral Coaching for students intending to appear in the Institute’s 
examinations. The Chapter activities are being reported in the Journal of the Institute from time to time. 

OVERSEAS CENTRES 

The Overseas Centres in Tanzania and Zambia have been carrying on their normal activities, the major 
part of which comprise of lecture meetings, discussion meetings and other events of similar nature. 

ACCOUNTS 

The audited accounts of the Institute for the year 1978-79 are annexed to this Report. There has been 
a deficit of Rs. 1,82,145 in the revenue account for the year. The Council has still been making its efforts 
to obtain complete exemption from payment of Income Tax. 

The accounts of the Institute were audited by Shri S. N. Banerjea, Chartered Accountant. 

RELATIONSHIP WITH EMPLOYEES 

The Council is happy to report that the relationship between the Council and the Institutes’ employees 
continues to be cordial.
